Brewers serve up heartier beers 
to quench the thirsts of autumn

Adam Strohm’s taste buds say it’s that time of 
year— time for a darker, thicker brew. 

On a recent night out in Wrigleyville, the 
Ukrainian Village resident already had his 
beer choice in mind— a pint of Harvest Ale, a 
copper-colored seasonal offering from Goose 
Island. 

“It manages to have a fall taste and I knew I 
enjoyed it,” said Strohm, 31, “but I admit that 
I have a proclivity to seasonal beers.” 

As the first chills of the fall have settled in, 
brewers in Chicago and beyond are rolling 
out seasonal varieties that include sweet and 

nutty Oktoberfests, fresh-hopped harvest ales and other brew selec- 
tions reminiscent of the season— including, to the disgust of some, 
pumpkin. Whether spurred by weather, tradition or just the desire 
for something different, beer lovers are tipping back pints of the fresh 
brews. 

Statistics show an increasing number of beer drinkers are going 
for the gourd and its fall brew cousins. Southern Tier Brewing in 
Lakewood, N. Y., almost tripled its output of Pumking from 400 bar- 
rels in 2008 to 1,100 barrels this year. At Dogfish Head Brewery in 
Milton Head, Del., sales of its Punkin’ Ale increased 37 percent from 
2008 to 2009. 

“Pumpkin beers are wildly popular,” said Paul Cain, brewer at 
Southern Tier. The brewery’s Pumking was declared the best of this 
year’s crop of pumpkin beers by the Web site BeerAdvocate. 

Pumpkin beers, however, are not embraced by all beer drinkers — 
and none of the breweries in the Chicago area is brewing a pumpkin 
variety this year. Traditionalists object to any beer made with more 
than the four classic ingredients: malt, hops, yeast and water. Others 
recoil at the notion of putting pumpkin pie spices— nutmeg and cin- 
namon— in beer. Still others are uneasy cozying up to any beer made 
with fruit. 

Ironically, Cain, who brews the popular Pumking, is not wild about 
the flavor of pumpkins. 

“I don’t like pumpkin pie,” he said. Cain said he limits his intake of 
Pumking to one bottle at Thanksgiving, which he enjoys with a slice 
of apple, not pumpkin, pie. 

The good news for craft beer lovers who pooh-pooh pumpkins is 
that fall brews extend well beyond jack-o’-lantern fodder. 


At Chicago’s Rock Bottom Restaurant and Brewery, assistant 
brewer Davin Bartosch said he’s already sold thousands of pints of 
Oktoberfest just weeks into the season. Meanwhile, Goose Island in 
Wrigleyville wasn’t offering its Oktoberfest on tap earlier this week 
because the brewpub sold out its previous two deliveries in two or 
three days each, manager Rebecca Scarpino said. 

Some customers even try to get a jump on the season. 

“Everybody always asks for Oktoberfest, even when we don’t have 
it yet,” Scarpino said. 

So why do beer drinkers’ tastes change when the summer heat 
fades? According to the local brewers who talked with RedEye, fall 
beers usually contain a higher alcohol content than lighter, summer 
suds, which can give a greater sensation of warmth on a frigid day 

Annual traditions and seasonal cuisine also play roles in beer cravings, 
said Tracy Hurst, co-owner of Ravenswood’s Metropolitan Brewing, 
which will debut its winter draft brew, Generator Doppelbock, in 
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Metropolitan Brewing owners Tracy and Doug Hurst offer a “chuggable” fall beer they say pairs well with football.

November. 

“Beer drinking is just like food eating,” she said. “In 
winter, we eat more comforting foods— soups, stews. 
It’s how our body operates. Heavy beers with more 
alcohol are more pleasing because they warm us up.” 

Metropolitan’s “chuggable” Krankshaft is an excep- 
tion, Hurst said. The kolsch, which was released in 
September, is good for football fans who prefer a beer 
that has a lower alcohol content and is more compatible 
with nachos and Bears games. 

“Football season calls for session beers, session drink- 
ing, so you can be alert and awake all Sunday if you’re 
watching the games,” she said. “A higher alcohol-con- 
tent beer would put you to sleep, so we had a foot in 


both kind of fall beers this year.” 

But not everyone’s palate recognizes the calendar. 
Michael Moon, 51, said he rarely deviates from his pre- 
ferred beer, Goose Island’s 312 Urban Wheat Ale. 

“I’m a stick in the mud about beers,” the Lakeview 
resident said. “I only like four, and I’m not trendy I 
know I like 312, so I stick with it.” 

Even Strohm, who professed his preference for sea- 
sonal beers while nursing a Harvest Ale at Goose Island, 
expressed skepticism about just what motivates his 
desire for autumn brews. 

“I may fall for the marketing more than I should,” 
he said. ‘An orange label, that looks comfortable right

True beer connoisseurs 
may well be rolling their eyes, but when looking 
at a long list of craft beers you’ve never heard of, 
sometimes the special Halloween brew seems like

you never know what you’re missing if you don’t try it. 


Right time, right place 

I love beer— but not just any ol’ kind. This isn’t col- 
lege, folks, and I don’t drink Natty Light anymore. 
Same goes for flavored beer. Leinenkugel’s Berry 
Weiss is out, as is Samuel Adams’ Cherry Wheat. 
Those are like the Mike’s Hard Lemonades of 
beers. 

That’s not to say I don’t like the occasional 
flavored beer. They have a time and place— an 
afternoon barbecue or a pumpkin brew around a 
campfire— provided the flavor isn’t too sweet. Or 
it has to just be a good beer— Breckenridge Vanilla 
Porter, for example. But am I going to argue if you 
bring flavored beer to my party? Probably not. But 
or peppermint schnapps ... well, that’s another story 


if you bring Icehouse 



NIMBY: Not in my beer, yo! 

Before anyone dismisses me as a beer snob, you 
should know this: The last time I bought a six- 
pack, it was Miller Lite (in bottles, of course— I’m 
not a barbarian).

Sign of the times

The scene: Jason Paskewitz, chef-partner 
at Lincoln Park’s Gemini Bistro, has taken 
on much bigger restaurants. He’s been in 
the kitchen at the Four Seasons, Nine and 
JP Chicago, among others. And his most 
recent project, Jackson Park, was to be a 
9,000-square -foot masterpiece before it 
succumbed to financing woes. 

But bigger isn’t always better. Paskewitz’s 
latest, which he opened with partner Ryan 
O’Donnell a little more than a month ago, 
is tucked into an angular corner space that 
seats fewer than 100. With a dining room 
done up in subdued mocha and vanilla tones 
and simple filament-style bulbs hanging 
above most booths, it’s not flashy It’s just 
a polished neighborhood spot serving pol- 
ished bistro fare. 

The cuisine: Paskewitz’s fare fits his 
space. Portion sizes aren’t stifling, and 
dishes favor quiet sophistication over flashy 
presentation. 

Subtle things set Gemini’s brunch apart. 
It starts with a paper cone of complimenta- 
ry mini-blueberry muffins accompanied by 


sweet lemon icing for dipping— a nice touch 
made even better when you realize that for 
the most part, only the crunchy, desirable 
muffin tops have made the cut. 

Just as carefully considered is the tiny 
grilled cheddar sandwich that arrives with 
a shallow bowl of bright, creamless tomato 
soup ($5), evoking a childhood memory 
that’s improved with time. 

If this is sounding quite traditional, that’s 
because it is. There are steel-cut oats ($4), 
buttermilk pancakes ($8), eggs Benedict 
($10) and a croque madame ($10) that’s clas- 
sic in everyway, from the crisp-edged fried 
egg on top to the warm, cheesy mornay 
sauce on which it rests. 

When anything at Gemini parts from 
convention, as the cocktail list does with the 
potent brunch punch ($10), it’s a graceful 
leap. The rum and fruit juice-based cocktail 
is one pink paper cocktail umbrella short of 
spring break in Cancun. But it doesn’t cross 
that line, and that makes all the difference.

Mario wants a mulligan. 

The Grammy-nominated, platinum- 
selling R&B singer wants people to for- 
get about the sloppy way his last album, 

“Go,” was handled. His record label kept pushing 
back “Go” until, when it was released in late 2007, 
it had disappointing sales. 

When Mario started working on his new album, 
“D.N.A.,” he did everything he could to make sure 
that wouldn’t happen again. He took more cre- 
ative control over how the songs were presented 
and how the album was handled. “D.N.A.” sees a 
more mature Mario, who essentially has hit “reset” 
on his music career, he said. 

“With ‘D.N.A.,’ I feel like I’m reintroducing 
myself,” Mario said. ‘Anybody that’s followed me 
will see that with this album.” 

“D.N.A.” hit shelves Tuesday— right on sched- 
ule. The single “Break Up” spent six weeks atop 
the Billboard Urban Mainstream chart and was 
certified gold after selling more than 500,000 
ring tones. 

From Mario’s moody, emotive singing to the 


song titles themselves (“Don’t Walk Away,” 
“I Miss My Friend,” “Get Out”), it would be 
easy to peg “D.N.A.” as a breakup record. 
That’s only half true, Mario said. 

“It has the personality of a breakup 
record, but it’s a story,” he said. “It’s a young man’s 
story Like myself, he has these emotions, goes 
through all these ups and downs and deals with a 
woman— or more than one woman.” 

There’s no denying that “D.N.A.” is one of 
Mario’s most diverse albums yet. “The Hardest 
Moment” features little more than a Rhodes 
piano, some strings and Mario’s voice. 

The last two lines in the song are ‘A man that 
ain’t afraid to cry / is a man that ain’t afraid to die.” 
It’s one of Mario’s attempts at making “D.N.A.” 
more classic-sounding and affirming to listeners 
that his voice has range and emotion to comfort- 
ably cover cutting-edge pop and vintage-sounding 
R&B. 

“There’s a clear difference in the person I am 
on this record from the last,” he said. “There’s just 
been a natural growth. That’s one of the things that 
has kept me around, each album shows growth.”

Bow-WOW:

Ten years ago, it was hard to find a Halloween 
costume for a cat, dog or duck. Today they are 
everywhere, from the dollar stores to Beverly 
Hills boutiques. Offline or on, there are cos- 
tumes galore. 

A little bling or properly draped scrap of 
fabric can transform your pet into almost any 
animal, character or celebrity, says Steve Major 
with All the Same Wild and Tame, an animal 
sanctuary that sells pet accessories in Sherman 
Oaks, northwest of L.A. 

To get your dogs in the mood, “Dog 
Whisperer” Cesar Millan suggests a pre-dress- 
ing trick. “Walk the dog, get him tired so when 
you put the outfit on, he is relaxed,” he says. 

Here are some other pet costume tips, cour- 
tesy of the American Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals. 

» A costume should not constrict an animal’s 
movement or hearing. 

» It should not impede his ability to breathe,

By going slowly, you can make sure your 
animal is happy at each stage before moving on to 
the next one.

But Clyde’s ridiculous actions and 
irrational feelings about his case— he dis- 
agrees with Nick’s statement that, “It’s 
not what you know; it’s what you can 
prove in court”— are like someone just 
wanted to turn the “Saw” sequels into a

thriller. Is the latest from F. Gary Gray 
(“Be Cool”) anything more than a ludi- 
crous excuse to kill a lot of people? 

The verdict: There are movies that 
stretch credibility, there are movies 
that destroy credibility, and then there’s 
“Law Abiding Citizen,” about which 
it takes a lot less time to name the ele- 
ments that make sense than it does to 
name the ones that don’t. Butler, already 
a pretty bad actor, is at his worst, never 
depicting Clyde as someone who’s gone 
off the edge with his desire for revenge. 
(Really, what was he doing for the 
decade he spent waiting to fight back?) 
Foxx’s one-note performance is equally 
lost, as if the Oscar-winner has no idea 
what’s going on around him— or how he 
wound up in such a steaming pile.

LOS ANGELES A woman in a skimpy white bikini 
sashays next to a swimming pool. Onlookers 
gawk, men’s tongues roll and music blares in 
the background. 

The camera zooms in slow motion to her 
jiggling chest as a message spreads across the 
screen: “You know you like them. Now it’s time 
to save the boobs.” 

It may resemble a beer commercial, but 
it’s really a public service announcement for 
Toronto’s annual Boobyball party to ben- 
efit the charity Rethink Breast Cancer, and 
it’s gone viral, with more than 350,000 hits 
on YouTube. It’s just one of the edgier ways 
awareness is being promoted among young- 
er women during National Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month. 

“Generally, with people my age, who watch 
MTV, there’s no association between the breast 
and breast cancer. They think the boobs in beer 
commercials are different,” said MTV News 
Canada host Aliya-Jasmine Sovani, 27, who stars 
as the bikini-clad gal and wrote and co-directed 
the clip.

“But everyone uses sexy imagery for com- 
mercials,” said Sovani. “I thought guys would 
watch it because they would watch it naturally, 
and girls would like the humor and irony ... We 
all like boobs, we all celebrate boobs, so let’s 
save the boobs.” 

Similar messages are showing up on feisty 
T-shirt lines and at events aimed at younger 
women. Julia Fikse, a bubbly 37-year-old, start-

Spas, pools and Zen gardens, 
a few perks of mixed-use living

Every morning, Sam Moellering has the option of grabbing a con- 
tinental breakfast on his way to the office. When he gets home 
from work, a doorman greets him by name. And if he’s in the 
mood for a gourmet dinner or a nightcap, there are two high-end 
restaurants to choose from steps from his second-floor studio 
apartment— and he doesn’t even have to leave the building to get 
a table. 

Those are just a few perks at Moellering’s disposal in the 
Belden- Stratford, a Lincoln Park hotel that also rents out stu- 
dios and one- and two-bedroom apartments. 

“One of the neatest things is to walk in the lobby and have two 
doormen,” said Moellering, 25. “I’ve been here seven months and 
have gotten to know the apartment staff by name.” 

Spas, pools, valets, bars and dry cleaners are standard fare for 
upscale hotels, but that kind of service also is available at the 
Belden- Stratford and other urban mixed hotel and residential 
complexes, including two recent additions to Chicago’s down- 
town landscape, Trump International Hotel and Tower and Aqua 
Tower. Few of those perks are free for renters and condo owners, 
but it’s the convenience and cool factor that attracts the resi- 
dents who talked to RedEye. 

On any given day at the Belden- Stratford, Moellering navi- 
gates the lobby through diners who are waiting to get into res- 
taurants L20 and Mon Ami Gabi, weekend wedding receptions 
and the occasional business function. 

“It’s almost like prom night every night in the hotel,” said 
Moellering, who initially was attracted to the building, which dates 
back to the 1920s, by a lobby that is classically decorated with 
ornate crown molding, vintage chandeliers and painted ceiling. 

His monthly rent check covers utilities, cable and wireless 
Internet. Continental breakfast costs about $1 per item, but 
that doesn’t stop Moellering from using the service a few times 
a month, especially when he has guests. 

The Belden- Stratford has offered both short-term and long- 
term stays since the hotel opened in 1923. But the concept of 
mixing hotel rooms with residential units —both apartments and 
condominiums— developed on a large scale about five years ago 
in cities such as Miami and Las Vegas that are major tourist des- 
tinations, said George Ratiu, a Washington, D.C.-based econo- 
mist for the National Association of Realtors, before spreading 
to other cities, including Chicago. 

Neither Ratiu nor local real estate experts who spoke to 
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The Belden-Stratford hotel in Lincoln Park rents apartments in addition to catering to short-term guests, tribune 



RedEye could estimate the number of rentals and condos in 
Chicago’s mixed-use developments. 

While Ratiu said the practice of mixing hotels and residences 
has tailed off nationally in the past couple of years due to the 
sluggish real estate market and hotel vacancies, the develop-

ments began as investment properties that often appreciated 
in value. 

“They’re going to be similar to hotels with recreation facili- 
ties and retail outlets,” Ratiu said. “Given that the properties 
are meant to be income-producing and depend on guests, they 
will have top-notch amenities and be more like four- or five-star 
hotels.” 

One recent example in Chicago is the 82-story Aqua Tower, 
which boasts a Zen garden, basketball court and pool with 
underwater speakers that are iPod compatible. 

“There’s kind of a vibe to the place that’s different to a pure 
residential place,” said David Carlins, president of the Magellan 
Development Group that created the Aqua community “It’s the 
best of both worlds.” 

The development still is negotiating details for a hotel, but 
it opened its first apartments in May, and condo owners began 
closing in September. Once the hotel is in place, Carlins said resi- 
dential tenants will be able to order cleaning and room service. 

Harriet Garris, 23, said she has enjoyed her first month living 
at the Belden-Stratford, but renting in a mixed-use development 
can have its drawbacks, especially on Friday and Saturday nights 
when she has to step over and around suitcases as guests arrive 
for weekend stays. 

Still, Garris prefers to look on the bright side. 

“The people are changing all the time, so it’s nice,” Garris said. 
“It is a constant change of scenery for someone with a short 
attention span.” chelsea schneider is a redeye special contributor.
